During the past ten years the 
United States has sold to foreign 
countries of two staples, wheat and 
cotton, more than two thousand 
million dollars’ worth. Ina single 
year of the preducts of the soil 
more than $7,000,000 worth have 
been sold. These figures, says the 
Salt Lake Tribune, show how im- 
possible it is to estimate the power 

of a country like ours. The real 
offensive and defensive power 1s 
notall. Before any combined at- 
tack could be made upon us, the 
only nations capable of making any 
dangerous combination would have 
to determine how their own people 


would live while the experiment of 


subduing the Great Republic was 
going on. They might settle to 


their satisfaction the question of 


armies and navies, but in the mean- 
time what would be done for cotton 
and flour? 

General Jackson at New Orleans 
made breastworks of cotton bales 
for his army. By the revolutions 


of commerce during the 68 years 


since that event it has come around 
that the coasts of the whole South 
ure defended by her cotton bales, 
while the North has made an im- 
pregnable fortress out of her sacks 
of grain. Europe, with all her 


armies and navies, her modern 
_ dreadful guns and her mighty de- 


structive projectiles, is cowed in the 
presence of our Northern wheat 
fields and Southern cotton fields. 
That fact carries a fearful irony 
with it. It has a mocking look 
upon its face which seems to say, 
What of your great guns and all 
your soldiers and plated ships, if 
they cannot prevail against a sack 
of flour or a bale of cotton?“ 
this mighty power what will be 
equivalent to a fully equipped re- 
gion, like that now constituting 
California and Oregon, will be aad- 
ed this year, and these additions 
promise to go on annually for the 
remainder of this century; even if 
in the meantime the Dominion on 
the North and Mexico on the South 
are not absorbed? 

Who can estimate such a power 
or its future possibilities? The only 
danger which threatens all this 
majesty, a majesty which the world 
never witnessed anything like be- 
fore, is from within. Se ample are 
the people’s liberties that they are 
careless about their preservation 
and so permit bad men who pretend 
to be bad and other bad men who 
pretend to be wearing out their 
lives serving God, to insidiously 
spread among the masses a grow- 
ing disrespect for a free govern- 
ment.

Speculation in Corpses at a Massa- 
chusetts Alms-House-A Hor- 
rible Story. 
Boston, March 30. 


There was a very large attendance at 
the investigation of the Legislative 
Committee of the charges of Governor 
Butler about the mismanagement of 
Tewksbury alms-house, selling bodies, 
etc. Dr. John Dickswell, graduate of 
Harvard Medical School, testified that 
the students received a large number 
of infants’ bodies which they bought 
from Wm. Andrews, janitor, at from 
$3 to 85 each. Andrews said he ob- 
tained all the bodies from the alms- 
house. Andrews has since killed him- 
self, Dissecting showed thatin many 
cases the infants had no food for 24 
hours before death. Witness gave the 
same testimony before the Grand Jury 
five years ago. He said the bodies 
were dissected on the same table with 
animals and the remains swept into 
the same receptacle. J. H. Chase, 
employed at the alms-house in 1880 
and discharged for drunkenness, tes- 
tified to driving a team containing a 
large number of bodies from the alms- 
house to Harvard; heard Marsh, As- 
sistant Superintendent, say he received 
$10 for aa adult body from Harvard 
and $12 from the female college. There 
were between three and four hundred 
deaths per year. Some bodies were 
pickled in pork barrels and sent to 
Boston by Marsh. Sometimes funeral 
services were held over coffins filled 
with wood. Governor Butler offered 
a letter alleging that Marsh prevari- 
cated about the disposition of bodies.
